The little band of 
treaty foes, led by Senator Johnson 
(R) of Cal., went down to defeat 
without asking quarter.

layed the final vote for two weeks 
only to find the senate utterly indif­ 
ferent to their ' arguments.

closing hours of the fight, they sought 
time and again to add reservations to 
the treaty but all, save one were de­ 
feated, 
all 
overwhelmingly,

The lone reservation adopted was 
accepted by the administration and 
merely based ratification upon the 
condition that no secret agreements 
exist between the three nations.

Among others, the senate re­ 
fused to accept reservations guaran­ 
teeing the “freedom of the seas” to 
neutral nations, to compel England 
to remove naval bases from the Amer­ 
ican coastline, to punish nations vio­ 
lating the Kellogg anti-war treaty, to 
compel the construction of fU eigh­ 
teen 
8 -inch cruL«!ers allowed America 
before the treaty expires, to limit the 
use of armed merchantmen, and to 
keep any disputes from being sub­ 
mitted to the World Court, in all. 13

i than eleven votes for any reservation,

The administration’s “steam-roller” 
crushed the opposition and the treaty 
' Itself was ratified by a vote of 58 to 9. 
The opponents had five more votes 
paired against the treaty, so their 
maximum strength totalled 14.

Republicans, and McKellar 
and Walsh iMajssi, Democrats, who 
voted, and Waterman.
